In the Southern Atiantic States the 
isothermal lines bh ve undergone many im- 
portant changes. Orange groves in Louisi- 
ana, once fl »urishing and productive, bave 
entirely ceased to betr. The trees live 
and that is ail. In Florida, in and around 
Jacksonville, where once flourished the 
largest and best-paying groves, no young 
trees can be grown, tior is it safe or a cer- 
=, north of a line 70 miles south of that 


Nor is itatall probable that the great 
climatic changes should be confined to the 
Atiantic States. May not the same changes 
occur here as in Louisiaha and Fiorida? 

The late cold weather and reported de- 
struction of trees in the northern counties 
of this State would seem to answer this 

_ question in the aftirmative. 

From the East we have recent re of 
excessive cold and consequent destruction 
of the fruit buds, and certain loss of the en- 
suing crops. While to us such reports are 
always distressing, yet, as a‘matter of fact, 
the fruit-growers distributed all over the 
Union, outside of California, are subject to 
such periodical visitations, and have jearned 
the lesson by sad experience, if they suc- 
ceed in obtaining one crop out of three they 
are very fortunate indeed. 

It may not be outwof place should I ask 

these many producers to calmly weigh and 
consider their surroundings and determine 
if in their strugygie for ljfe they are acting 
wisely to contiaue on in the struggle where 
the chances are at least against them. 


Would it not be viser to come to 
California where all the conditions 
are favorable and failures are al- 


most unknown? In East  forbid- 
ding Nature in rigorous seasons and dethly 
commotions of the air are warning people 
away. ‘he coutinent offers only one sure 
refuge from the extremes of heat and cold, 
the destruction wrought by storms, and the 
uncertainty of fickle seasons, and that 
refuge is here. 
‘This may be considered as an advertising 
address, and perforce it may admit of this 
* criticism, but if,in what I may say, I in- 
duce the producers to benefit themselves by 
coming to California to aid in its greater 
l cannot see much room for 
an apo ogy. 
‘To my friends in the southern portion of 
this State, and to those whose lines are not 
cast in as pleasant places, I sound a note of 
werning. It must not be supposed because 
we live south of Tehachepi Mountatus that 
therefore we can plant with impunity the 
orange tree everywhere, and rest secure in 
the hope that we may some day expect from 
ita return on our tabor and investment. 
___While climate is an absolute prerequisite 
for the success of the citrus industry, yet it 
is by no- means ttle only’ condition that 
needs our careful consideration in estab- 


lishing an orchard. Possibly in no other 


portions of the cultivable world, where 
soils so generally exist, can you also 

dso greata diversity in mechanica! 
“~“~sigal construction of soils. Within 

he small area of one hundred acres, and 
even in much smaller spbdivisions, may be 
found the obdurate argiflaceous, the adobe, 
the clayey, sandy or gravelly loams; the 
cold,.damp or warm soils with subsoils to

All of these conditions should be carefully 

considered by the fruit-grower, because they 
are to him of prime importance. They 
would seem to emphasize the truth of the 
old saying, “Pat notall your eggs in one 
basket,” and that diversity of planting is, 
after all, the safest policy. 
Nature in her wise. providence has ‘as 
wisely adjusted everything in the vegetable 
world, and bas caused one variety of tree 
to flourish on certain soils, and united them 
to these conditions, and she bas adjusted 
the covering of the polar bear for the ice 
and snows of the Arctic Ocean, 

While the genius of man is almost illimit- 
~ able, while great naturai conditions may be 

e in some measure to yield to his will 
and undergo certain modifications, yet, 
with all this power, he can’t make the 
banana fruit in the Arctic regions, or the 
snow-plant spring under the equater any 
more than he can change the laws of our 
solar system, bring the earth nearer the 
sun, or cause it to receive ata different 
angie the sun’s rays and heat. 

1 would earnestly advise careful study 

into all conditions of soil nd subsoil before 
planting any kind of trees, and if the party 
proposing to plant is not: f miliar bimseif 
with the proper conditions let him take the 
advice of some one whe does know. | 
_ "The great advantage of occasions of this 
kind is the opportunity afforded for study 
and comparisun. The practical results of 
soils, cultivation and frrigation on fruits 
can be seen here in striking contrast, a 
study difficult to make elsewhere. — 

I may be pardoned in this connection if I 
suggest a matter of importance to the 
qudgee sppointed to pass judgments on the 

it offered in competition here and to 
award the prizes. ‘ 

Assured that no sectional prajudien will 
influence their judgments, [ would earn- 
estiy advise that they consider only the 
quality and character of the fruits exhibited 
on a purely commercial basis, what posi- 
tion they must take in the markets of the 
world. What producers want to know Is: 
What kind of fruitis of the highest com- 
mercial value, that which will bring the 
highest price and quickest sales, and what 
they must do to produce it. Upon this, and 
only this, depends the fruition of their 
hopes, the success of the industry and the 
wealth of this section. While unique or 
artistic designs in the form of displays may 

ibly merit commendations of the 

while they may praise the zeal, 
dustry and artistic tastes of the exhibitor, 
they should never lose sight‘of the main 
question—what is best in a vtommercial 
, sense? This is the practical part of this 
fair, the lessons to be learned, and upon the 
judges rest the grave responsibility of the 
teachers. 

I am continuously assailed by the ques- 
tion, coming oftentimes from very intelli- 
gent gentlemen: “Don’t you think this 
orange business will be overdone? Don’t 
you think, when ailthe new trees Iately 

anted come into bearing, that the mar- 

ts will be overstocked; thatthe prices 
will fall below the cost of protitable pro- 
duction?” I have but one answer—“No.” 
~The universal law of supp'y and demand 
is the basis of this judgment. There are 
many important factors that deserve consid- 
_ eratien in forming this opinion. 


Beyond all other fruits, the taste or crave 


‘ings ‘of childran for the orange is pre- 
eminent, nor am I sure that this peculiarity 
is confined to children. Once enjoyed, a 
child never forgets how delicious the orange 
tasted, nor does long abstinence frem its 
further enjoyment render the sense of de- 
vation lass keen. Any sensible child 
Wwillery for an orange, nor will they give 
~ their parents or guardians any peace until 
their righteous desire is gratified and their 
craving appeased. Children who are raised 
‘ among orange trees always prefer this fruit 
to all others. The universality of this taste 
has an importaut bearing in the matter of 
consumption, — 

As a rule ory increases faster 
than production, “and this rule should apply 
tothe oraggé industry; because the area 
upon which it ean be crown is s0 very 
limited and our own population is 60 great 
and rapidly increasing. of any- 


thing, either in the way of raiment, food or, 


drink, belonging to civilized life, and which 
nature may be regarded as nOn-essen- 
tial ora iuxary, soon becomes a watter of 
necessity. What our forefathers rightly re- 
| goriet as luxuries, and indulged in spar- 

ngly or only occasionally, belong to our 
« everyday lives, and to do without which 
would occasion us grave discomfort if not 


It may not be that we will always enjoy 
so great an income from our orchards as we 
do now: but we can afford to have our re- 
turns per acre very materially reduced and 
still make wore money than any other class 
of farmers in any other portion of the 
Union. . 

Our producers should.learn one lesson, 
and the seoner it is learned the better for 
their own happiness, and that of the State. 
They must look about them and consider 
how they can make a living, and not be in- 
dulging in idie d+y dréams of how to make 
a fortune in anything. An honest compe- 
tency or w living without the necessity of 
excessive or grinding work is, after all, the 
greatest measure of success that most of us 
are c#pable of accomplishing; and, this 
achieved, it should make us .contented. 
Fortunes only a very few secure in the 
race of life, nor is this condition always at- 
tended with the greatest happiness. 

The so-called m was abd unqualified 
curse to our section and people. From. pro- 
ducers we soon became speculators nd pro- 
moters; we forgot that labor, and persistent 
labor, is the only reliable source of comfort 
and independence, and that the solid weaith 
of ali countries is confined to its produc- 
tions and their profitable sale or exchange. 

It may ( 
learned will not be forgotten; that our peo- 
ple will zo to work again earnestly, and 
producing within themselves moat of wh :t 
they consume, and selling all they can, 
soon repair ali the evils of the past. But 
surely the “times are out of joint,” and 
something must be radically wreng wheo 
San Francisco is compelled to purchase, out 
of the State, between two and three million 
dollars of eggs to satisfy her annu 1 con- 
sumption, and Los Angeles and Pisadena 
import their lrish potatoes and fowls from 
lowa and Kansas, 

While an earnest friend and strong advo- 
cate in claiming for our country all it may 
oe be proud of; while I have no fears of 

ts ultimate great destiny; yet, it must not 

be forgotten with all our great natural ad- 
vantages, that much depends upon our- 
selves. One might live in a cabin built on 
a mineral leage In sight bristling with gold 
and of inestimable value, and unless he 
used some means of extracting the precious 
metal he might die of want of the neces- 
saries of life. 

History has taught us one lesson: That 
the success and glory of an age or people 
depend more on the use the human mind 
makes of the resources that subserve the 
ends of civilization than upon the abund- 
ance of the resources themselves.

edges -That He Keceived Some 
Money from Willie Childs to Pay 
Somebody for Some Trouble—

No. 999, June 22, 1889, while H. H. 
Boyce, of the Tribune, was at the 
other, was under investigation before 
Judge Cheney yesterday, and the trial 
took a queer shape before the aan 
adjournment of the day. 

It is no doubt pretty well known that 


Carl Browne is the reversible landscape 


artist of the nondescript publication 


Rs known as the Illustrated Cactus, and 


that he seized upon the sensational 
career of ‘‘Dude”’ Williams in this city 
last year as proper material for many 
pictures and much hog-wash descriptive 
of the antics of the would-be social 
leader. 

Out of this publication grew a story. 
which’ trickled out only by degrees, 


. that Browne had extorted $100, and

probably more, from Willie Childs, 
and the late Grand Jury investigated 
the -case. It transpired that H. H. 
Boyce, more or less prominently con- 
nected with another investigation 
made by the Grand-Jury, wherein he 
himself was indicted for extortion, 
claims that Mr. Childs paid him $100 
to be hunded to Browne for the pur- 
pose of suppressing the article, and it 
was mainly upon his version of the 
affair that the Grand Jury found a 
true biil--against.

The Court allowed the paper to be 
introduced and it was passed around 
among the jury, *who inspected the 
cartoons drawn by the defendant, 
eviucing considerable amusement and 
interest. Then the Court stated that 
the trouble it has in ruling upon the 
objections is that the prosecution is in- 
troducing its case back end foremost. 
The gist of the offense charged is the 
extorting of money by threats. The 
natural method would be to prove the 
threats first. It is impossible for the 
‘Court to rule correctly if the testimony 
is not connected with the defendant in 
the proper mauner. The prosecution 
struggled along with their witness 
under repeated objections by the de- 
fense, which were generally sustained, 
and the case of the prosecution seemed 
to grow weaker and weaker. 

On cross-examination the witness 
stated that Willie Childs and Mr. Cole- 
man saw him next door to his office 
three or four days before the publica- 
tion day and then the day it was pub- 
lished, and talked with him about it, 
asking him to not let it go un:il he 
could see Browne.

FRUIT-GROWERS. 


TAR STATE CONVENTION IN 
SESSION YESTERDAY. 


Opening Address by the Presi- 
‘dent, Hon. Ellwood Cooper of 
Santa Barbara—Gov. Waterman, 
Mayor Hazard and Dr. Conger 
Make Brief Speeches — Bugs 
Under Discussion, 


The California State Fruit-growers’ 
Convention commenced its thirteenth 
session in the Los Angeles Theater 
y2sterday morning, under the auspices 
of the State Board of Horticulture, 
Tbe hour for the meeting had been set 
for 10 o’clock, but it was haif an hour 


tum Tuckeri, known as mildew tuckery or 
vine mildew, which has proved such a de- 
structive pest to the vineyards of Southern 
Europe and Maderia,. we will find this 
Statement: “That neither time nor the pow- 
ers of chemistry avail aught against them, 


whieh are so subtile in their invisibility, 


and may be wafted from one point of. the 
earth to another by wind and wave.” It 
seems to me, therfore, that it is safer for us 
to conclude that it is of fungus crowth of a 
poisoneus character, that the particles float 
and are carried through the air and taking 
root in the tender jeaves, grow and kill the 
Vine, notwithstanding the fact that the par- 
tiles and. the fungus growth may be so 
mute, sosubtile in their character’ that 
they remain as yet undiscovered. 

In my experiments with poisonous sub- 
stances, in & mild form, for spraying trees, 
1 found that wherever the insects were 
touched, they were killed, ‘The seoond or 
third day afterward, the tender shoots be- 
gan wilting. .This continued by degrees 
until ali the tree above ground was dead. 
I pr-cticed the clipping off of the branches, 
thinking to arrest,the poisonous ‘influence, 
but it was inetfectual....In cutting the wilt-

ies and Gentlemen: This will be the 
thirteeuth State Frnit-growers’ Convention, 
and the ninth hela under the auspices of 
the State Board of Horticulture. It has 
been my privilege to preside at these con- 
ventions, beginning with that held in Los 
Angeles in November, 1880. 

At that conventivn, and at each subse- 
quent one, I called your attention to the 
important questions which | thought most 
concerned us. So miny times have I re- 
peated these subjects and enlarged upm 
any special line Of interest as manifested 
in thediscussions, that 1 do not consider it 
necessary to present the same news again. 

In the first instance, a statement some- 
‘what in detail seemed fitting and proper; 

now most of you are as*familiar with the 
Bubjects asmyself. Those who are now in 
the line of seeking herticultural knowledge 
I refer to the reports which wé have here 
for gratuitous distribution, and to the pro- 
grainme presented, which outlines the dis- 
cussions of this convention. 

At this time and in the future, should I 
hold my present position and feel it my 
duty to make. an opening address, I will 
confine my remarks to some special subject 
or subjects, the importance of which may 
have been impressed upon me by the dis- 
cussions at the preceding conventions,

The Fresno people maintained that in 
their couaty all the vines that had died 
could be accounted for by bad drainage and 
alkali; that no disease had appeared there, 
and that no danger was apprehended. 1 

as 
a period of life, and there was a possibility 
period of tife of the grapevine was 
mearing its end, and wou!d sooner or later 
disappear from the face of the earth. 

The first theory advanced gave the cause 
as poverty of soil, the viae dying from lack 
of sap or poisonous 

The second theory claimed that by the 
cultivation of trees and plants ia Los An- 

les county the climate was changed, and 

oming more tropical was not adapted to 
vine-growing in the localities where the 
disease had made such havoc. : 

The third theory, that too early pruning 
was the Cause. 

The fourth theory, that it was a disease 
hot yet understood, and was spreading with 
alarming rapidity. — 

I believe it was generally conceded that 
the vines died at the top first, that is to say, 
from the top downward, and’ not from the 
root upward, which is usual with plants. 

The different authors of these’ theories 
were persistent in impressing their views, 
which indicated a conviction on their part. 

It is characteristic of our American peo- 
ple that when anything out of the usual 
course occurs, every individual rushes after 
a theory of his own make-up, and those who 
ure not directly interested, after havin 
matured a theory, let the matter rest, an 
assume an indifferent position asto the re- 
sult. Weareali indirectly sufferers, and 
should be united as one mind, free from 
bias, to ferret out the cause and find a 
remedy. 

At said convention there were also many 
severe expressions made criticising experts 
who were investigating this malady, almost 
to the extent thatthey were wrongin al! 
their conclusions. Such a sentiment, if en- 
couraged, will lead us backward instead of 
forward. I was extremely surry that any 
seach expressions should have been made. 
I am conscious that scientists may make 
mistakes, but all are not on the wrong line 

ot inveatigation. To the specialist we must 
look for the solution. I have made no ex- 
amination, and have seen but little of the 


_ vineyards where the disease was prevalent, 


but I have listened to the statements of the 
different parties who have examined the

Was Duar, Dut may it not be a disease that 
could be successfully treated?. The loss to 
the worldof the grapevine is more than 1 
am willing to believe Ils probable. 

The first, second and. third: theories, pov- 
erty of soil, more tropical .climate or too 
carly prunine, do not satisfy my mindas to 
the probablo cause, Young vines on virgin 
Beil of the best quality have succumbed, 
Grapes of the finest quality are produced in. 
the tropics; besides, there has been no ma- 
terial change in climate. Pruning could 
not be the cause, as wild vines in the 
cafions, grown tor ages without having been 
disturbed, have died, Neither bad drainage 
nor alkali will account for it. The fourth 
theory, that itisa disease, is not so easily 
disposed of. Experts have asserted that the 
microscope could not detect avy fungi: that 
the rootef the affected one compared with 
one lua healthful condition was exactly 
the same; that it was a sort of paralysis, or 
@ Wilting death, without any apparent 
cause, 

The impossjbility of discovering these 
poisonous particles. by reason of their 
minuleness, proves nothing, because if we

tween the bark and wood. I would keep on 
cutting until L round the natural appearance , 
still the poison would work its way down: 
ward, until the rvots were reached. When 
the effect ceased new shoots were throw! 
upjand they are now growing. The trees 
with which I experimented were the olive 
and lemon, the eifect being about the same 
on both. The poison entered through the 
pores, united with the sap and killed the 
tree above the roots, but why the roots were 
not kiiled is-more than I can comprehend. 
I have understood that the vine disease acts 
toa certain extent in a similar way, that is, 
the top wilts and dies the first year, without 
necessarily killing the root. The second 
year new shoots are thrown out, but want- 
ing in vigor easily succumb to the disease, 
and the root follows. 1 sincerely hope that 
much new light will be given on this sub- 
ject Guring the sessions of this convention. 
PARASITES OR PREDACEOUS INSECTS. 

1 desire to call your special attention to 
this branch of our horticultural work. The 
success in fighting the red scale with the 
resin wash, the San José scale with lime, 
salt and sulphur, or the codlin moth with 
arsenic washes and the thistle trap ought 
not to direct our attention from searching 


for parasites to pit against these insects 


and destroy them in the manner Nature in- 
tended. i stated at the Fresno Convention 
that the law would net permit the State 
board to expend money in sending an 
entomologist to foreign countries to search 
for sites. We should not relax our 
efforts in trying to secure this work from 
the Nationa! Government, . 
I have read recently a report on “‘Insec 
and Fungus Pests” by Henry Tryon of 
Queensland, Australia, published in Bris- 
bane in 1889. 

I tind on examination of this work that 
they have many noxious insects very de- 
structf¥e in their character, preying upon 
fruits and fruit trees that have not yet ap- 
ared in our State. The greatest precau- 
tion should be exercised in the examination 
of all plants landed on this coast from that 
country. I have been 7 interested in 
the parasites that are also found there, as 
described in said work, and the opinion that 
have alwayS maintained, viz, that we 
must look to Australia for parasitic insects 
to aid us in combatting nox)ous insects, has 
been fully confirmed. On page 16, in 
ing of the coccinellidmw beeties, he says: | 
“Wherever aphides exist there, there are 
ladybirds in the larve or adu)t condition to 
feed upon them. It is for destroying our 
scale insects that the cocciuellide are here 
most highiy useful. To mentuon but-a 
singie instance, that of asmall black beetle, 
reddened at each extremity, belonging to 
the group scymmtes, and named cryptol- 
oemus. The larve of this is a small, active 
grub, measuring about one-fourth of an 
inch in length, covered above with six rows 
of contiguous, elongated, white, mealy se- 
creted appendages. Quite recentiy the 
bupya bunyas and other -auriearaceous 
trees growing about Brisbane have been 
infested by acoccus insect, an apparently 


affects especially the spot where the leaves 
and branches unite, and the insects were at 
one time so numerous that the death of 


la ts 

qh such profusion that the 
trunks of these trees, and the ground 
around their bases, looked as if flour had 
been dusted in patches here and there upon 
them. Both in its adult.and larve condi- 
tion it waged war upon the coccid insects, 
and as a result these trees are saved from 
destruction. ‘This friendly insect is none 
other than the one which is met with on 
various native trees, especially acacias, and 
also on the citraccous and other economic 
plants of our gardens. These also it visits 
for the purpose of ridding them, or at least 
checking the increase, of the various scale 
insects, especially those belonging to the 
lecanidse which infest these trees, and 
these pests it literally mows down to 
the surface of the leaf, so great being 
its voracity. Again, on page 17, he says: 
“In 1873 it was brought under the notice of 
the secretary for agriculture, Victoria, th 
one gf these insects, namely, bracou capi- 
tat. was a very effectual enemy to the 
grasshoppers, one informant stating that 
he had noticed that when the locusts were 
most Dumerous this ichnuman fly was to 
be seen in great force. Couut Castleman, 
the celebrated entomologist, in ref+rence to 
this insect, stated aiso: This purasite is 
most important, as 1 believe it will be to 
it alone that we may one day owe the dis- 
appearance of the locust.” Again, on page 
18, he says: “The most remarkable case, 
however, is that of a moth which, in Aus- 
tralia, rids us in great measure of our scale 
insects. Public attention was first directed 
to its occurrence by Mr. G. Masters, at a 
meeting of the ‘Linnean Society of 
New South Wales held in 1885, at which he 
exhibited some smali moths (afterward 
named ‘Thalpochares Coccophag.’’), bred 
from caterpillars found feeding on a coccus 
which infested thecommon Zamia. These 
caterpillars, Mr. Masters remarked, in the 
course of a few days compietely cleared the 
pliant of the scale, devouring the coccus and 
forming with the scales or empty skins com- 
plete coverings for themselves which they 
carried about on their backs. They fed at 
night, and. duripe the day fixed themselves 
securely to the midrib of the frond. 
Now, this useful insect is exceedingly 
common, bothin the Toowoomba and Bris- 
bane districts, and it is probably widely 
represented in Southern Queensland. Every 
tree in these districts which is infested with 
black scale (Lecapium Olive) will afford 
examples of halpochares Coccophaga.”’ 

Strange to observe we have never met 
with ove in this colony who has recognized 
the of this insect. Whenever at Tvo- 
woomba we soyght typical examples of the 
black scale for study, we were directed to 
examine the angles between the branchiets 
of the orange tree for ‘extra fine examples” 
of the coccus we were in quest of. Indeed 
we found more than once that these alone 
remained together with fumagine to attest 
the previous occupancy of the trees by the 
scale insect in question, In these instances 
the species of mimicry which Nature had 
evidently wrought (with such perfection as 
to effect in this caterpillar a resemblance to 
extra fine examples of black scale) to serve 


struction at the hands of the ordinary foes 
of insect life, tending only to insure its 
being killed—its utility being overlooked. 

A further description of this insect is to 
be found on page 126. I will not copy fur- 
ther, but the numerous parasitic or preda- 
cious insects described in said work ought 
to impress upon our minds the importance 
of an immediate investigation, even if only 
a semblance of fact should’ be creditea to 
the report. 

1 urge, therefore, that we memorialize 
Congress for an adequate appropriation to 
defray the necessary expenses of a special- 
ist to goto Australia and adjacent islands 
to investigate these reported predacious in- 
sects; and to petition the National Gevern- 
ment to send Prof, Koebele as such special- 
ist at the earliest possible moment with:in- 
structions to collect such parasitic insects 
as are found preying upon noxious insects 
and send them to Prof. Coquillet for col- 
onization and distribution in California and 
other parts of the United States. - 

1 also desire to call your attention to the 
fact that we are extending our fruit or- 
chards, which will enormously increase the 
fruit product, and that no united effort is 
being made to better distribute the fruits. 
There seems to me to be great danger in 
rival fruit companies rushing large quap- 
tities of fruit into the same market, de- 
vressing the prices and causing serious 
losses to the growers, Merchants who han- 
dle gr sell goods, having no interest except 
the commission, as a matter of course make 
more or less money according to the bulk of 
their business All fruit-growers cannot 
expect to sell their fruits at their orchards

Mr. Cooper’s remarks were received 
with applause, and when this sub- 
sided, he announced that this was the 
first time the Fruit-growers Conven- 
tion had;ever been honored by the 
presence of the Chief Executive of 
the State at its meetings, and intro- 
duced Gov. R. W. Waterman, who 
was greeted. with applause as he 
stepped to the front of the stage. ‘ 

GOV. WATERMAN. ¢ 

The Governor delivered a very brief 
address, saying that he could add but 
little to what had been said by the 
able president of the State Board of 
Horticulture. He would say, however, 
that he had been interested in the sub- 
jects under discussion for a long time, 
and remembered even now of attend- 
ing meetings of this  charac- 
ter in his early life. The ques- 
tions before the horticulturist are 
how to improve their deciduous 
and citrus fruits by cultivation and ir- 
rigation. He did not think that the 
grapevine is to be wiped out of exist- 
ence in California, and where the vine 
has been a failure there must be some- 
thing lacking in the soil. In the 
mountain districts, notably in the 
Cuyamaca range, where there is plenty 
of lime in the soil, the vine does re- 
markably well; in fact, it does well in 
all the rediands. He is of the opinion 
that the proper thiog to do is to have 
first-class chomists analyze the soil and 
see what is wanting. and he intended 
to try and have something done in this 
line in the near future. He knows 
that California can produce the finest 
grapes in the world, and we must learn 
how ‘to do it. One thing struck him, 
and that is we irrigate too much where 
there is ‘plenty of water, and he 
instanced several cases, where 
grape-growing bad been -made” a 
success in the mountain dis- 
tricts without any irrigation at all. 
Another thing that should receive at-' 
tention is the proper setting out of or- 
chards and orange groves, so that they 
would not be aneyesore. The Gov- 
ernor referred briefly to the state of 
affairsat Anaheim, where the vine dis- 
ease had been worst, and said that the 
people there had determined to make 
another. effort, and he thought they 
wouldsucceed. The Governorthought 
that not enough attention is given to 
the use of fertilizers, and suggested 
that if they were more plentifully ap- 
plied the increased returns would more 

outlay: The Gov- 
ernor assured the fruit-growers that 
he was heartily in sympathy with them, 
and would extend every assistance m 
his power to promote their interests, 
closing with a few general remarks ex- 
pressive of his pleasure in meeting 
with them, and thanking the audience 
for their attention during his speech. 

MAYOR HAZARD 

was next introduced by the president, 
and extended a cordial welcome to the 
delegates to Los Angeles, saying that 
it gave him a peculiar pleasure to wel- 
come to the city a body representing 
the fruit-growers of the State, mark- 
ing, a8 it does, a new era in the pros- 
perity and progressof the Common- 
wealth. The time was when Caili- 
fornia was great from the stores of 
precious metals hiddenin her rugged 
mountains, and no one believed that 
it was destined to become the garden 
spot of the world, as it now is, and for 
which the State Horticultural Board 
deserves a share of the credit. The 
permanent prosperity of any country 
depends on the fertility of the soil, and 
the time has now come to lay aside the 
corner-lot craze and delve into the earth 
for the treasures that if contains. 
Honor referred to the organization of 
the Liome Industry League some years 
ago, and spoke of the prosperity that 
continued until the whirlpool of specu- 
lation set ip. This has now passed 
away, and Southern California is 
in a better condition than ever 
before. He had heard with pleas- 
ure the address of the able president, 
and believed that the time had come 
wher they could invite the world to 
come to Southern California and make 
theirhomes.. California is a great and 
growing empire, independent, to a 
geat extent, ofthe balance of the 
world, and is great, not for its min- 
eral wealth, but from great and varied 
products. Weare now entering on a 
new eraof greatness and prosperity, 
but it needs wisdom and energy to 
fully develop our wonderful resources. 
His Honor closed by again heartily 
welcoming the delegates to Los Ange- 
les and wishing them God speed in 
their work. ‘ 
DR. O..H. CONGER 
of Pasadena was then introduced, and, 
on bebalf of the horticulturists, de- 


livered the formal address of welcome. 


lining the growth of the fruit-raising 
industry, the improvements suggested 
by the experience of past years, and 
offered many valuable suggestions. In 
referring to the queston of irrigation, 
the Doctor spoke of the suicidal policy 
of disposing of the sewage of the city 
by running it through an outfall sewer 
the sea, when it is literally 
a stream of wealth that would 
return a“ thousand fold © if 
disposed of where it should be, in fer- 
tilizing the lands that needit. He ad- 
vocated keeping up with advanced 
methods, and taking advantage of the 
practical experience of the horticultur- 
ists themselves, as well as the dis- 
coveries of scientists, and closed b 
again extending a hearty welcome to 
the visitors. 

The couvention then, by a rising 
vote, thanked Gov. Waterman, Mayor 
Hazard and Dr. Conger for ther elo- 
quent addresses. 

There was some discussion as to 
changing the place of meeting to Mott 
Hall, when the secretary reported that 
the matter was under investigation, 
and a report would be submitted be- 
fore the afternoon adjournment. 

The president stated that, as near as 
possible, the printed programms would 
be followed, and after asking dele- 
gates to register their names with the 
secretary and get certificates for re- 
turn half-fare tickets a recess was de- 
clared until 2 o’clock. 


Afternoon Session, 

The convention reassemb!ed at 2 
o’clock to discuss ‘Insect Pests and 
‘their Extermination.” 

The first essay was read by W. E: 
Collins of Ontario. He argued that 
the commission had not accomplished 
what # should, on account of the ab- 
sence of any express statute defining 
its powers; that officers refuse to do 
their duty as directed, because those 
duties are not specifically defined. He 
suid he was convinced that unless the 
fruit-growers could induce the Legis- 
lature to agt promptly they could ac- 
complish nothing; that ag the law now 
stands quarantine officers couid 
not effectively. prevent the impor- 
tation of trees infected with 
the pests. Mr. Collins thinks 


He spoke at considerable length, out-- 


that county. boards should « be 
invested with full and complete power 
to act, as they are in close contact 
with the people. He said that we have 
positive and well-defined laws in re- 
gard to the quaYantining of cattle and 
all animals infected with disease, and 
that we want just such laws for the 
fruit-growers; that they should quar- 
antine against disease and nursery 
‘infection. 

An able essay on “‘Inisect Pests and 
Remedies. Therefor,’’ by W. Mills 
of Colusa, was then read. a” 

C. W. Reed’s essay on 
“THE CODLIN MOTH AND REMEDIES” 
Was quite an interesting and instruct- 
iveone. Hesaid: | 

The codlin moth, cfirtocapsa pomonella, 
or apple worm, originally came from HKu- 
rope, and is believed to have reached Cali- 
fornia through fruit sent from the East for 
exhibition at our State Fair about the-year 
1 Downey says: “The perfect insect 
is a small moth, the free wing gray witha 
large round.brown spot on the latter mar- 
gin.” These moths appear in California 
the latter part+of April and early in May, 
and deposit their eggs mostly in the bios- 
som ends of all kinds of apples and pears. 
In a short fime these eggs hatch, and the 
worm burrows in the fruit until it 
reaches the core, causing the fruit to 


ground. The worm when matured leaves 
the fruit and crawis up the body of the tree 
into crevices of the bark or crotches of the 
tree and spins its cocoon. The mothin 
California soon hatches again, coming from 
its cocoon in the winged stxte, whence they 
seek their breeding ground, the fruit, and 
deposit their crop of eggs. ‘Three gener- 
ations will develop: in some parts of Cali- 
fornia in one season, and the increase isso 
rapid that with late varieties of apples and 
pears hardly a sound specimen can be ob- 
tained, if nothing is done to check its 
depredations. There are many remedies 
for this fruit pest, all having more or less 
merit, Any means that will destroy the 
‘insect or the larveis desirable. Scraping 
off the rough bark and putting on 
bands of cheap straw-paper, or old sacks, 
will make a trap by which thousands ot 
the larve can be destroyed by examining 
these hiding places every week or ten days. 
Some ingenious devices have been in- 
vented, made of wire, which allows the 
small worm to enter, but prevents his com- 
ing out after being developed into a moth. 
The most satisfactory remedy that 1 have 
found to use ‘is paris greén, one pound 
dissulved with _ammonia to l6v gal- 
lons of water,” and ~ braved on the 
fruit with an ordinary spray pump as 
soon as the blossoms drop, and again in 
about ten days. The mixiure must be kept ; 
thoroughly stirred whilé being used, other- 
wise it will become concéntrated and burn 
the leaves. I bave saved 90 per cent. of a 
crop of pears by the use of paris green, 
when at least 90 per cent. of the crop of 
the year previous were wormy. Swine, 
although they are troublesome animals in 
an orchard, do good work in destroying the 
codlin moths by eating the fruit that drops 
prematurely from the trees. 

Another very practical method for de- 
stroying the codlin moth is to burn lights in 
an orchard placed Over pans of water with 
4“ little coal oil om the top. Thousand of 
moths can be caughtin this way. Growers 
will be well paid to use any practicable 
method in the most thorough manner for 
destroying this most destructive of all pests 
of the apple and pear.
